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Army Housing To Get 
Funds; Quit 50 Posts 


President Roosevelt has decided to ap- 
prove the allotment of more than $50,- 
000,000 of Public Works money for Army 
housing. 

This money, he let it be known at 
the White House this week, will be ex- 
pended in necessary construction at the 
50 posts which he has selected tc be re- 
tained as permanent Army stations. 

Meanwhile, he has selected about 50 
Army posts to be definitely abandoned 
under his program to redistribute and 
concentrate the land forces of National 
Defense. The names of the posts to be 
closed, however, are being kept strictly 
secret for the time being, in order, it is 
believed, to complete arrangements neces- 
sary for their abandonment before local 
interests and politics begin the inevitable 
drive to retain them. 

The President, it was explained at the 
White House, has made considerable 
progress on his plan to regroup the Army 
but is not through by any means. He is 
working, it was said, “from the top and 
from the bottom, that is, he is determin- 
ing posts to be abandoned from the bot- 
tom and posts to be kept permanent from 
the top.” Already 50 have been selected 
from each end. 

It is probable that the President in 
approving the allotments for Army hous 
ing merely convinced himself of the 
truth of the War Department officials 
statements at the time they submitted 
the present housing program to the Pub- 
lic Works Administration that every item 
on the list was for construction at posts 
that would have to be retained under 
any set-up that might be determined 
upon. Had this statement of experts on 
the subject been accepted at the time it 
was submitted construction might have

He was transferred to the Marine Corps 
and appointed a Second Lieutenant July 
1, 1894; was promoted to First Lieuten 
ant August 10, 1898; Captain March 36 
1899: Major June 6, 1906; Lieutenant 
Colonel August 29, 1916; Colonel March 
2%. 1917; and Brigadier General January 
1, 1922. 

Lieutenant Russell served on board the 
USS Massachuttes durip” the War 
with Spain, and in Guam from April 21. 
1899, to December 8 of that year. After

Restoration of at least part of the 
fifteen per cent Federal pay cut on the 
first of January appears probable, as a 
result of a new survey of the cost of 
living ordered by President Roosevelt 
and the steady rise in living costs. 

The President this week told officials 
of the American Federation of Labor 
that he hoped he could restore at least 
part of the pay cut, and revealed to them 
that he did not consider the cost of liv- 
ing index upon which the present cut is 
based as being complete and had there- 
fore ordered a new study made. Mean- 
while periodic Labor Department reports 
show a steady increase in the cost of 
commodities. 

From the Bureau of the Budget came 
an intimation that Director Douglas ex- 
pected the fifteen per cent cut to be re- 
duced to about seven and a half per cent 
on Jan, 1, 1934, when the President un- 
der the law must reconsider the pay re- 
duction rate. 

Significance of instructions to Include 
funds for full pay for employees in next 
year’s departmental budget estimates, 
however, was discussed at the White 
House this week. It was stated that the 
pay cut had been placed in the hands of 
the President by Congress, and that un- 
less the full amount for salaries was ap- 


propriated it would be taken from his 
hands by the fact that no money was 
available. 

Labor officials headed by President 
William Green of the A. F. of L., called 
upon President Roosevelt and urged 
abolition of the pay cut. Mr. Green 


made the following statement upon leav- 
ing the White House: 

“The VDPresident expressed the hope 
that he could restore at least part of the 
salary cut soon, 

“He said he had ordered a new survey 
of the cost of living and Indicated a be- 
lief that it would show such an Increase 
as to justify him In authorizing a small- 
er slash than 15 per cent in salaries and 


wages of Government workers at an 
early date 

“The President said he did not con- 
sider the cost of living estimate given 


him in July as complete because it did 
not take into account a number of items 
which enter into the every day house 
hold expenditures. He indicated he had 
given instructions that these important, 
but omitted, items be included in the 
new survey. 

“IT believe the outlook is promising for 
a restoration of at least part of the 15 
per cent slash before long Probably 
within two or three weeks the new sur- 
vey will be in the President's hands and 
he will act shortly thereafter. 
“IT pointed out to the President that 
restoration of these cuts would simply 
be in line with the whole National Indus- 
trial Recovery Act I also pointed out 


that it is absolutely necessary to restore

Matters of interest to the Army and Navy have received comment from the 
press of the world, e 


“The irresistible logic of a restored wage scale for the Government's own 
employes is now being brought to bear upon the collective intelligence of the 
country,” reports the Washington Herald. 

“It is now apparent to all that living costs are advancing. 

“Thus the restoration of the amount of salary that has been deducted from 
the Federal pay envelope, amounting in general terms to 15 per cent, falls within 
the intent of Congress when it gave the President the power to restore this salary 
when the cost of living warranted. That point has now been reached, or will be 
reached very shortly. 

“The Budget Bureau prepares the 1935 estimates on the old 100 per cent 
salary basis. This is encouraging. But the emergency is acute. * * * 

“The increase to the old pay level should be made at once. And it should 
include net only the 600,000 civilian employes, but the Army, Navy, and kindred 
services, as well, It would be at once not only an act of justice, but of economic 
sagacity as well.” 

Praise of the efforts of General MacArthur in preventing emasculation of 
national defense is given in the California Guardsman, official publication of 
California National Guard. 

“The first trend towards cuts which would have wrecked the splendid system 
of national defense which had emerged as a result of our experiences in the World 
War, have been visibly slowed down, but this does not mean that the danger is 
not still present and acute, 

“With the same brand of high courage that characterized his distinguished 
service on the western front, the Army's Chief of Staff, General Douglas MaeArthur, 
has made a most heroic fight for the cause, 

“The National Guard Association is due the everlasting gratitude not only 
of the Guard, but of all the services for the splendid and coordinated attack they 
have made. In all their activities, the National Guard Association and The Adju- 
tants General Association, have fought for the national defense as a whole and 
not just for our own National Guard component of the Army of the United States. 

“We are all grateful that the Army as a whole has been saved and that by the 
authorization of our field training and the thirty-six drills per year, that the 
efliclent Guard which has been developed since the War, will continue to function 
and continue to progress,” 





“During the past two years there has been no lack of evidence of the extent 
to which Japanese militarists dominate the government and life of the island 
empire,” comments the Washington Star. “But nothing quite so startling in its 
proof of their omnipotence has been forthcoming in a long time as late news from 
Tokio that the situation is moving toward annihilation of the political parties. 
“The New York Herald Tribune is informed by its Tokio correspondent that 


Gen. Araki’s ‘men with the sword’ have practically served notice that if the parties 
fail to agree to efface themselves and approve without question the colossal military 
and naval appropriations to be laid before the Diet in December, the war lords 
personified by Gen, Araki may dispense altogether with political government and 
set up a dictatorial cabinet amounting to a military autocracy. * * * 

“Apparently what the militarists crave is something akin to that which has pre- 
vailed under Mussolini in Italy and more recently under Hitler in Germany, 
whereby constitutional incumbrances like political parties will no longer hamper 
‘men of the sword,’ who would rule supreme and unchallengeable. It is not a pros- 
pect carrying any promise for the oppressed Japanese people or for the peace of 
the world.” 





The Rochester Times Union takes a slightly different slant than the Star. 

“Operations on the Asiatic mainland, which have resulted in virtually annexing 
to the empire a territory three times as large as the home islands, appear to be 
popular in Japan. The military men who have been directing them are in the 
saddle with the consent of the people. 

“But these operations have cost much outlay for the army. * * * 

“So the politicians want to stage a little show in the Diet and do a bit of 
buck passing. The wish gravely to discuss the budget and the tax rates and make 
the military leaders, whom in the last analysis they must obey, come forward 
and assume responsibility by stating openly that the honor and safety of Japan 
require spending this money. 

“But the military men don't see it that way. They say that if they are to 
assume such responsibility for the budget they might as well sweep the parties 
out of existence and rule openly—under the Emperor—with a cabinet having dic- 
tatorial powers. 

Probably the politicians will meekly obey orders, pass the appropriations re- 
quired, and leave the financial issue in the lap of the future.” 





“Whether the airship Akron, which was blown down off the New Jersey coast 
and destroyed, was structurally perfect or not,” states the New York Times, “Vice 
President Hunsaker of the Goodyear Zeppelin Corporation, speaking at the Auto- 
motive Engineering Congress, was sound in his contention that ‘the United States 
has been proceeding too rapidly in the training of the lighter-than-air personnel.’ 
His comparison of the Akron with three commanding officers in eighteen months 
and the Los Angeles with seven in eight years was impressive. * * * 

“Immense in size and vulnerable to high winds that come in gusts, a ship 
like the Akron may succumb at any time in a storm centre, no matter how com- 
petent her officers are; but it is certain that if the commander and his staff and 
crew have been inadequately trained she is a dangerous ship to sail on. * * * It 
follows that the big airship should never be put in the hands of a commander 
whose experience has been limited, and that his staff and crew should have been 
trained for any emergency.”

HE U. 8S. Waterways Experiment 

Station, located near Vicksburg, 
Miss., has been operating since January, 
1931. Since that time it has demonstrat- 
ed the value of a hydraulic laboratory 
in the solution of problems encountered 
by the Corps of Engineers in flood con- 
trol and in the maintenance and devel- 
opment of the rivers and harbors of 
the United States. 

This station conducts hydraulic ex- 
periments with models, for the purpose 
of aiding in the development of plans 
for flood control, navigation, harbor im- 
provement, etec., with a view to obtain- 
ing the most economical and efficient en- 
gineering plans. While the primary mis- 
sion is to determine the solution of prob- 
lems relative to the Mississippi River 
and its tributaries, any District or Divi- 
sion Engineer having a problem which 
might be solved by a model study can 
have his designs tested at the station, 
and many studies have already been un- 
dertaken under authority of the Chief 
of Engineers for Districts or Divisions 
outside the Lower Mississippi Valley Di- 
vision. 

The Director of the Experiment Sta- 
tion is designated as an assistant to the 
President, Mississippi River Commis- 
sion, and as such works directly under 
that office. The present Director is a 
First Lieutenant, Corps of Engineers. 
He has three Second Lieutenants, Corps 
of Engineers, as his assistants and the 
remainder of the personnel is composed 
of civilian employees of the Engineer 
Department. There are at present 50 
men holding Civil Service ratings and 
95 men (mainly colored) employed as 
laborers. 

The site of the station is on a small 
tributary of the Mississippi River 4% 
miles from Vicksburg. The creek flowing 
through the 140 acre government tract 
has been dammed to provide a storage 
reservoir of 320 acre-feet capacity. Most 
of the models are supplied direct from 
the reservoir under gravity head, but 
this supply is augmented by a circu- 
lating system inside the laboratory build- 
ing provided with two pumps of 5.1 c.f.s. 
combined capacity, and by a circulating 
system on the laboratory grounds pro- 
vided with a pump of 7% c.f.s. capacity. 

The main building, of brick on a steel 
frame, is rectangular and consists of a 
single-story experiment hall flanked at 
each end by a two-story wing 33 x 51 
ft.: the width of the central hall is 49 
feet, and the overall length of the build- 
ing is 209 feet. It houses in addition to 
the experimental hall, a drafting room, 
photographic dark room, soils laboratory 
and offices. Small temporary buildings 
house supplies, tools, carpenter shop, tin 
shop, paint shop and a small construction 
office. 

To illustrate the work of the station, 
let us consider a typical problem—that 
of a wide reach of river where in pe- 
riods of low water there is insufficient 
depth for navigation. The District En- 
gineer decides that it may be possible to 
avoid the necessity of dredging by the 
use of contraction works. By the use of 
knowledge gained from past experience 
he can lay out a tentative design, let us 
Say involving a series of five or six 
dikes with a total length of about 8,000 
feet. The total cost of such a project 
May be in the neighborhood of $300,000. 
Then the question arises, will the design 
give the desired results? Is it the most 
economical plan? 


For similar problems the U. S. Water- 
Ways Experiment Station by the use of 
& model has given definite answers to 
both of these questions at a cost of 
about $3,000. A model is constructed of 
the reach of river involved in the prob- 
lem. This model is built to exact ver- 
tical and horizontal scales, and repre- 
sents the river in miniature. Overbank 
areas are constructed of cement mortar, 
and the river bed itself is composed of

particular problem, depending upon the 
slopes and depths involved. A model 
operating chart is followed for the river 
discharges, representing in the model the 
fluc.uation in water surface profiles for 
a one-year period. 

The model is then tested. In the first 
test the movable sand bed is molded to 
conform to conditions existing in nature 
for some particular date, and the model 
is operated through several cycles (each 
representing a year’s fluctuation of 
stages). It is then drained and the bed 
is mapped. The map of the model is 
compared with a later map of the natu- 
ral river and should show similar 
changes from the initial condition. 

The next and most critical test is to 
mold the movable sand bed in the model 
channel to a flat bottom. The model is 
operated through several cycles, the bed 
being mapped at the end of each cycle. 
After about 12 cycles the model should 
have reproduced a bed similar in detail 
to the natural river bed. The model has 
now shown that it will perform in a 
manner similar to the natural river: it 
forms a bed similar to the natural river 
bed; it has a similar water surface pro- 
file for various stages from low water 
to high water. The model is a true min- 
iature of the natural river, any effects 
indicated by structures built in the mod- 
el can be expected to be reproduced in 
the natural river by the construction of 
similar structures. 

Following the verification, the pro- 
posed dikes are placed in the model, the 
bed is molded to conform to conditions 
in nature, operation is continued through 
several cycles, and the results are noted. 
If the design does not give the desired 
results, or if there is a possibility of 
finding a move economical design, other 
plans are tried out. After developing 
the problem by the trial of all plans 
that appear practicable, the results are 
submitted to the interested district. The 
Experiment Station does not determine 
the plan to be used; it merely submits 
the results of all the plans tested. 


Model studies are not limited to dike 
locations. The scope of applicability is 
wide. In the few years of its existence 
the Experiment Station has studied more 
than one hundred problems of various 


types. There have been studies involving 
the effects of cut-offs of river bends, 


effects of dikes, backwater influences, ef- 
fects of channel dredging, corrective 
dredging, spillway design, sedimentation 
and erosion, effects of corrective works 
on velocities and current direction, flow 
through diversion floodways, harbor en- 
trance problems, effects of flow over rail- 
road embankments, effects of obstruc- 
tions placed in a stream (submerged 
sills, etc), transportation of stream load, 
distribution of bed load at a river di- 
version, seepage in earth embankments, 
flow around bends, river separation, and 
other problems of a minor nature. The 
U. S. Waterways Experiment Station 
has not handled every type of problem 
susceptible to model study. There are 
countless varieties of problems in the 
solution of which the hydraulic labora- 
tory can be of assistance. Although the 
science of model study is well estab-

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Make Record Formation Flight 


The First Division of VP Squadron 
5F, composed of six naval seaplanes 
under the command of Lt. Comdr. Donald 
M. Carpenter, USN, flew from Norfolk, 
Va. to Coco Solo, Canal Zone, Sept. 7 
and 8, the longest formation flight that 
has ever been made. 

Leaving the Naval Air Station at 
Norfolk, at 5 P.M., Sept. 7, the planes 
arrived at the Fleet Air Base at Coco 
Solo, the following afternoon at 6.25, 
completing in formation a non-stop 
flight of 1,788 nautical miles or 2,059 
statute miles: The planes, twin motor 
patrol flying boats of the long range 
type, are service-type craft, not specially 
built for the flight, and were flown to 
Coco Solo to take their regular assigned 
positions in the service squadrons based 
there. 

Acting Secretary of the Navy Roose- 
velt, Chief of Naval Operations, Admiral 
Standley, and Rear Admiral King, Chief 
of the Bureau of Aeronautics, sent mes- 
sages of congratulation to the squadron 
following their record breaking flight. 
The previous record for long distance 
formation flying was held by an Italian 
squadron under General Balbo. It was 
1,618 nautical miles, made in 1931. Dur- 
ing the recent flight from Rome to 
Chicago, the longest non-stop formation 
flight made by General Balbo’s squadron 
was of 1,456.9, from Shoal Harbor, 
N. F. to the Azores.

General Russell Promoted 
(Continued from First Page) 
pacity from September 23, 1902, to March 
26, 1904. From August 23, 1906, to May 
30, 1907, Major Russel was in command 
of the Marine Barracks, Naval Station, 
Honolulu, T. H., and upon relief from 
that duty was ordered to Camp Elliott, 
Panama Canal Zone, to comand the Ma- 
rines stationed there. He was detached 
and ordered home July 26, 1908, served 
on the staff of the Naval War College 
from Sept. 26, 1908, to Sept. 24, 1910, 
and from Nov. 14, 1910, to April 30, 1913, 
commanded the Marine Detachment 

American Legation at Peking, China. 

From April 30, 1914, to December 4 of 
the same year, Major Russell commanded 
the 2nd Battalion, 3rd Regiment of Ma- 
rines at Vera Cruz, Mexico, being on de- 
tached duty with the Army during that 
period. As Lieutenant Colonel and Colo- 
nel, he commanded the First Provisional 
Brigade of Marines in the Republic of 
Haiti, in which capacity he served with 
distinction until Dec. 7, 1918. 

He returned to command the First Bri- 
gade in Haiti Oct. 1, 1919, and served in 
that capacity until Feb. 11, 1922, when 
he was appointed by the President, Amer- 
ican High Commissioner, with the rank 
of Ambassador Extraordinary, to repre- 
sent the President of the United States 
in Haiti. He rendered distinguished ser- 
vice in that capacity until Nov. 12, 1930, 
when he was detached and returned to 
the States. 

General Russell was awarded the Hai- 
tian Medaille Militaire by the President 
of Haiti for “invaluable services to the 
Republic of Haiti” and the Navy Cross 
for “distinguished service in the line of 
his profession in able administration of 
the First Provisional Brigade of Marines 
in Haiti, and for wisdom and tact in all 
his dealings with the officials of the Hai- 
tian G~vernment and people.” 

Ups.. his detachment from duty as 
Amerieern High Commissioner, General 
Russeil was commended by letters from 
the President of the United States and 
the Secretary of State, and was awarded 
the Distinguished Service Medal for “ex- 
ceptionally meritorious service to the 
Government in a position of great re- 
sponsibility as American High Commis- 
sioner to the Republic of Haiti.” 

On Dee. 14, 1930, General Russell was 
ordered to duty as Commanding General, 
Marine Corps Base, at San Diego, Calif., 
which duty he carried out in a highly 
satisfactory manner by instituting sev- 
eral changes which resulted in the aug- 
mentation of the efficiency and speed of 
movement of the West Coast Expedition- 
ary Force. 

In order that he might continue these 
ideas he was ordered to assume com- 
mand of the Marine Base, Quantico, Va., 
the home of the East Coast Expedition- 
ary Force, on Dec. 1, 1932, at which place 
he continued in command until Feb. 1, 
1933, when upon the departure of Msj. 
Gen. John T. Myers for duty in com- 
mand of the Department of the Pacific 
he assumed the official capacity of As- 
sistant to the Major General Comman- 
dant, which duty he is now performing. 

Brig. Gen, Charles H. Lyman was born 
in Ravenna, Ohio, on Sept. 22, 1875, and 
served during the Spanish-American War 
as an enlisted man in the District of 
Columbia National Guard. He was com- 
missioned First Lieutenant in the Marine 
Corps July 1, 1899. 





During the Boxer uprising in China in 
1900, Brigadier General Lyman served 
aboard the USS Monocacy on the 
Yangtze River and with the First Regi- 
ment Marines at Peking. He took part 


in the Marine expedition to the Isthmus 
of Panama in 1903. I was a 
member of the Marine fle Team, 


During the latter part of 1906 and 1907 
he was on expeditionary duty in China, 
He returned to Panama in 1909 as 
adjutant general of the Marine Expedi- 
tionary Brigade. During the following 
year he established and commanded the 
Marine Corps Camp on Instruction in 
rifle practice at Wakefield, Mass., and 
from there went to Camp Perry, Ohio, 
where he served as range officer during 
the National Matches. In 1910, he was 
a member of the National Board for the 
Promotion of Rifle Practice. At the same 
time he was Director of Target Practice 
and aide to the Major General Comman- 
dant at Headquarters, Marine Corps. 
Brigadier General Lyman left Head. 
quarters in 1911 to take command of the 
Marine Barracks, Sitka, Alaska, and was 
in command until that post was aban- 
doned in 1912. During the Panama- 
California Exposition in 1915 he was ad- 
jutant of the Fourth Marine Regiment of 
Marines at the Exposition and acted as 
aide to the Vice President of the United 
States when he visited it. He was Divi- 
sion Marine Officer of the Fifth Division, 
Atlantic Fleet, in 1916 and 1917. He 
was at Headquarters Marine Corps in 
the Adjutant and Inspector’s Department 
from June 21, 1917, to Nov. 15, 1918. 


After service at Parris Island and San 
Diego, Brigadier General ent 
to San Domingo in 1921 pe Ata 
command of the Fourth Regiment. In 


1923, he received a letter of commenda-} 


tion for the “excellent state of efficiency 
of the Fourth Regiment.” Brigadier 
General Lyman returned to the States in 
May 1923. 

During his tour at home, Brigadier 
yeneral Lyman graduated from both the 
Army and Navy War College. In 192 
he took command of the Marine Corps 
Base at San Diego, Calif. In 1928 he 
went to China and took command of the 
Sixth Regiment then stationed at Tient- 
sin. Upon the withdrawal of the ma 
rines from that city, Brigadier General 
Lyman went to Shanghai where he took 
command of the Fourth Regiment, which 
duty he performed until November 1930 
when he was ordered to duty at the Me 
rine Corps Base, San Diego, Oalif., af 
Second in Command of the base. 

He was awarded a letter of commer 
dation by the Commanding General, 
Third Brigade, for the manner in whid 
he performed his duties as Regimental 
Commander of the Sixth Regiment 
1930. 

On Nov. 21, 1930, he was detached 
having served a full tour of foreign duty 
and proceeded to the United States 
where he arrived in San Francisco @ 
December 31. In January he was oF 
dered as Commanding Officer of Troop 
at Marine Corps Base, San Diego, Calif, 
and remained in this position until Fe 
ruary 1932, when he was ordered # 
Chief of Staff to the Hawalian Are 
Problem. In April, 1932, he joined th 
Marine Barracks, Quantico, Va., as Com 
manding Officer of Troops, in which pot 
he is located at the present time.

FROM THE CONFERENCE WHICH PRESIDENT GREEN of the American 
Federation of Labor had with President Roosevelt this week comes the statement 
that the Chief Executive is having the Department of Labor establish a new index 
figure of the cost of living. Such action carries with it the implication that the 
index figure upon which the continuance of the 15% pay cut was based was im- 
properly conceived—a fact known to the President at the time—and that the formula 
to be developed will be more scientific and more in keeping with the actual cost 
of necessities. We have been contending for months that the system under which 
pay is based upon an index figure is not only wrong but actually works injustice, 
and the public admission by the President of what has been official knowledge 
indicates that he plans to grant a measure of the relief due. He holds out the hope 
that upon the basis of the new index figure he will if not entirely cancel the cut 
at least reduce it. This is satisfactory as far as it goes, but it occurs to us that 
if the government concluded that the index figure adopted in June was incorrect 
it should have revised it without delay. It is not too late now for an announce- 
ment that the pay withheld by mistaken calculation will be handed to those to 
whom it rightfully belongs. Another reason why pay restoration should be granted 
is that the index figure applied was for the six months period which was marked 
by comparatively low prices, while the months through which we are passing and 
during which the pay cut has applied and will apply, has been marked by rising 
prices, some of them admittedly exorbitant. It the President can have his way, the 
price level will continue to rise, which will make the hardships of the Services all 
the heavier to bear. Further increasing the burden of the average officer and 
enlisted man is the separation of families due to the CCC movement and transfers 
from shore to sea duty and the consequent cost which such separation entails. In 
order that the President may understand that public opinion will justify the can- 
cellation of the entire pay cut, we suggest to our readers that they have their 
friends throughout the country write to him and point out the inconsistency of the 
Government continuing pay cuts and urging private employers to raise wages. 





DIRECTOR OF THE BUDGET DOUGLAS HAS AUTHORIZED the District 
of Columbia to include in its estimates for the next fiscal year automatic pay in- 
creases for the school teachers, policemen and firemen of the city; his instructions 
to the War and Navy Department provide for estimates which will continue this 
objectionable freeze for the services. Mr. Douglas holds out the hope that supple- 
mental estimates covering the cost of automatic increases will be requested, but 
any appropriations based thereon will not enter into effect until July 1 next. In 
the meantime, there will be no automatic increases, and those due for them this 
year will suffer as have those advanced in grade since this unfair policy was 
adopted. The government of the United States is supposed to be just. Under the 
pay freeze it has penalized hundreds of officers and men of the Army, the Navy, 
the Marine Corps, the Coast Guard and other Services. It granted automatic 
increases in all cases prior to the enactment of the Economy Act and none since. 
When the pay freeze is repealed, it should be accompanied by an appropriation for 
the benefit of those officers and men who have been and will be denied the in- 
creases to which they are entitled. In connection with this matter, as with that of 
the pay cut, we wish again to impress upon the country that conditions throughout 
the world call for contentment in the armed services. We are threatened with 
intervention in Cuba, which may be costly in lives; the situation in the Pacific is 
one which gives great concern to statesmen, and the possibility of strikes which 
may call for federal action this winter is not being lost sight of by the Administra- 
tion. Under the circumstances, the Army, the Navy and the Marine Corps, of whose 
firm loyalty the people are aware, should be relieved as far as possible from 
financial worries and thus placed in a state of mind which will assure the highest 
efficiency in the execution of orders. 





THE BRITISH ADMIRALTY IS PREPARING a new naval defense act which 
will add to the superiority of the Empire upon the seas. It claims to be inspired 
in the preparation of this program by the American and Japanese building projects 
and the construction in which France and Italy have engaged. According to Hector 
©. Bywater, the British expert, the program for next year will include 25 cruisers, 
an annual quota of from 15 to 18 destroyers, numerous cruising and coastal sub- 
marines, a large addition to the Fleet air arm, and an increase of the personnel 
by 10,000. The Admiralty also is preparing plans for battleships to be laid down 
in 1987. It is possible the British Government is making public the purpose to 
augment its Fleet in order to force a disarmament agreement at Geneva, but ad- 
mittedly the chances of such an agreement are slim, and the responsible authorities, 
therefore, are preparing to regain that preponderance which assured Albion’s control 
of the seas. The fact that the Admiralty intends to construct battleships is of 
particular interest and importance in view of the propaganda which has been 
directed against such craft since the World War. The value of battleships is not dis- 
counted by American officers; they realize that they continue to be the backbone 
of the Fleet. If the Geneva Conference should definitely fail to reach an agreement 
and should the 1935 conference likewise prove abortive, there is every reason to be- 
lieve the General Board will recommend to Congress a program of battleship con- 
struction designed to replace some of the ships of this type now in service. It is true 
these ships have either been or will be ‘thodernized, and their lives have thus been ex- 
tended ; but if Britain and other riavies ‘build battleships it is evident that similar 
action must be taken by the United Statés.

Naval Reserve Divisions Get Additional Drills—Nava! Reserve divisions which had 
their summer cruises cut short or eliminated when the destroyers of the Training 
Squadron were ordered to Cuba, will be given additional armory drills in lieu of 
the cruises. Directions to this effect went out from the Bureau of Navigation 
this week. : 

Sixteen divisions received six or seven days training afloat aboard the Train- 
ing Squadron destroyers last week, but were sent home when the vessels were re- 
quired for Cuban service. Fourteen divisions were due for their 15 day cruises next 
week. These have been cancelled, All 30 divisions will be allowed 24 additional 
armory drills during the current fiscal year, making a total of 48 drills fgr them 
for the year.

Efficiency Ratings—The inaccessability of general efficiency records to army officers 
outside of Washington probably will be corrected shortly. The suggestion has been 
made and it is understood approval will be given shortly to authorize the sending 
of such data to officers stationed in the field who make requests for it by mail. 
The step is a wise one and undoubtely will be welcomed by the Army. 

The increasing importance of efficiency ratings has been apparent of recent 
years. More and more weight is being given to such ratings in the matter of 
assigning details to important duties. It is understood that serious consideration 
is being given to a proposal to assign colonels and lieutenant colonels to command 
of combat units only if they have a rating of superior or excellent. 


Selection of Marine Corps Generals—The sudden departure of Secretary of the 
Navy Swanson for Cuba last week apparently is what cost Brig. Gen. Dion Williams, 
USMC, his promotion to major general, and resulted in the appointment of Brig. 
Gen. John H. Russell, instead. 

For Acting Secretary of the Navy Henry L. Roosevelt, on his first day as 
acting head of the Navy Department, receiving General Williams’ appointment 
from the White House, went to see President Roosevelt and brought back an ap- 


pointment for General Russell. 
Several weeks ago Secretary Swanson sent to the White House the recom- 
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mendation that General Williams be appointed a major general succeeding Maj. 
Gen. Logan Feland, who retired Sept. 1. It bore the endorsement of Maj. Gen. Ben 
H. Fuller, commandant of the Marine Corps. Pressed with other matters, the 
President did not get to the recommendation until Thursday of last week, the day 
after Secretary Swanson left Washington on a long inspection trip. He then 
approved the choice of the Secretary of the Navy and of the Major General Com- 
mandant, and sent it back to the Navy Department. 

This was on Thursday afternoon, and as word went around the Department 
of the appointment, a spokesman for the Major General Commandant, told members 
of the press: 

“General Williams’ and Colonel Lyman’s appointments have been approved 
by the President and have come back from the White House. Something is hold- 
ing up the issuance of their commissions downstairs. It doesn’t amount to any- 
thing, though. The official announcement will be made very shortly.” 

However, it appears that instead of Secretary Swanson receiving the appoint- 
ments, it was Acting Secretary Roosevelt. The latter had just returned from an 
inspection trip of several months duration, himself, and had not been present in 
Washington to be consulted in the recommendations for Marine Generals, although 
as he had spent the better part of his life as an officer of Marines (resigning as a 
lieutenant colonel in 1920) he must have expected to have something to say in the 
matter. And, evidently he did, for he went to the White House and when the formal 
ahnouncement of General Feland’s successor was made, it was General Russell 
instead of General Williams. 

Questioned regarding the episode, following the announcement of General 
Russell’s appointment, Major General Commandant Fuller said: 

“There was a mix-up. We got word on Thursday that the President had ap- 
proved General Williams, but when the papers came officially through to us, 
General Russell was the selection.” 

Asked for details as to the nature of “the mix-up,” General Fuller said: “I 
don’t know. Ask Assistant Secretary Roosevelt. He knows all about it.” 

Acting Secretary Roosevelt said that he had gone to see the President Friday 
on the matter, but would neither affirm nor deny that he had urged against General 
Williams’ appointment. 

“T went to see the President on Friday,” he stated, “And I presented all of 
the names to him. General Williams was not selected because the President did not 
believe it a good policy to appoint an officer who will retire for age in a few months.” 

“But had not a recommendation already been made as to the major generalcy 
by Secretary Swanson,” he was asked. 

‘I do not know anything about that,” he answered.

Naval officials, however, shortly thereafter got the ear of the Presi- 
dent and after listening to their case, told them that the Naval Observatory and 
the Hydrographic Office would stay under the Navy Department.

CCC Camps in Alaska—More than 300 men are enrolled for Civilian Conservation 
Work in Alaska, the U. S. Forest Service advised Robert Fechner, Director of 
Emergency Conservation Work, this week. 

They are engaged in work similar to that done by the mainland camps, such 
as fire hazard removal, construction of administrative improvements and miscel- 
laneous forestry work. However, they are not placed in specially constructed CCC 
camps but are utilizing the existing Forest Service Camps in the Gongass and 
Chugach National Forests. 

Forestry officials have recommended that about 200 men be retained on winter 
work in Alaska.

Cuban Officers Not to Attend U. 8. Service Schools—The annual custom of having 
selected officers of the Cuban Army attend service schools of the United States 
Army will not be carried out this season. Five Cuban officers had been given 
authority to attend service schools here this Fall, some for the Infantry School 
and others for the Command and General Staff School. However, it is under- 
stood that such authority has been cancelled by the War Department on request

Medal of Honor Officer to Retire.—War Department orders issued this week direct 
that Maj. Seth L. Weld, (Infantry) General Staff Corps, Headquarters 8th Corps 
Area, Ft. Sam Houston, Texas proceed to his home and wait retirement on Sept. 
80, 1933 for physical disability, incurred in line of duty. 

Colonel Weld was born in Sandy Hook, Md., February 19, 1878, and his home is 
given as Roanoke, Va. Colonel Weld served as private, corporal and sergeant in 
Battery D, 4th Artillery; 39th company, Coast Artillery and companies L and M of 
the 8th Infantry from April 17, 1899 to October 22, 1908, when he was commissioned 
2nd Lieutenant in the Philippine Scouts, reaching the grade of Captain April 2, 1918. 
On December 2, 1918 until Dee. 19, of the same year he rose to the grade of Colonel, 
Infantry, of the National Army, and by reason of this service he will be retired in 
the grade of Colonel. On July 1, 1920 he was made Major of Infantry in the Regular 
Army. 

Colonel Weld graduated from the Command and General Staff School, 1925; 
from the Army War College, 1931 and from the Tank School, 1932. Practically all 
of Colonel Weld’s service has been in the Philippines and at Fort Sam Houston, Tex. 

Colonel Weld was awarded the Congressional Medal of Honor for an act of 
bravery at LePaz, Leyte, P. I., Dee. 5, 1906, while as corporal, Company L, 8th 








U. 8S. Infantry. “With his right arm cut open by a bolo, he went to the assistance 
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of a wounded constabulary officer and a fellow soldier, who were surrounded by 
about 40 Pulajanes, and, using his disabled rifle as a club, beat back the assailants 
and rescued his party.”

Snake Bite Treatment for CCC—Instructions regarding the treatment of snake 
bite have been issued by Maj. Gen. Robert U. Patterson, Surgeon General of the 
Army, to all persons concerned with the CCC, it was announced this week by Robert 
Fechner, director of Emergency Conservation Work. Because of the establish- 
ment of the Conservation Camps in the National and State forests, the possibility 
of casualties due to snake bite has increased, and it is deemed important that the 
men be familiar with the proper treatment. 

The men were told how to identify the rattlesnake and the copperhead and 
cotton-mouth moccasin, the most common of poisonous snakes, by their triangular 
heads, thick necks, stout bodies and the blind pit between their eyes and nostrils. 

“Don’t be deceived by the apparent healthy condition of the victim within the 
first ten or fifteen minutes,” is the gist of the warning. “Twenty-four to 36 hours 
usually elapse before fatalities occur, and treatment should be maintained for at 
least 15 hours.” 

To treat the bite, the suction and incision methods are recommended. The 
wounds are cut, as many as 120 times, through the skin as far as the swelling ex- 
tends and suction applied. In case of doubt, a double number of incisions rather 
than undertreatment is recommended. 

Improved suction methods in this country have reduced mortality from snake 
bite to about 150 deaths a year. In India, 29,000 people die annually from snake bite.

New Naval Academy Class—Enrollments in the new plebe class were completed at 
the Naval Academy this week, following which it was announced that there are 
440 in the Class of 1937. Of this number, 41 were appointed from the enlisted 
ranks of the Navy, 25 were named from the Naval Reserve, 15 were Presidential 
appointment, six were turnbacks from last year’s class and the remainder appointed 
by members of Congress. The academic year begins on Oct. 1. 
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Flight Pay Before President 

President Roosevelt has now before 
him reports from both the War and 
Navy Departments on flight pay, and is 
expected to make a decision within a 
short time. 

The report of the War Department 
board on flight pay was signed by Secre- 
tary Dern and sent to the White House 
early in the week. The President re- 
ferred the two reports to the Bureau of 
the Budget for study and the matter is 
still in that office. 

While the War Department report was 
not made public, it was revealed that it 
agrees substantially with the Navy con- 
clusion in the matter. The latter report 
recommended that no cut be made but 
that if considerations of economy made 
a reduction necessary, that the pay of 
officers of the rank of lieutenant colonel 
or commander and below be untouched. 
With both Secretary Dern and Secretary 
Swanson taking this stand, it is believed 
that the President will follow their rec- 
ommendation, 

What Budget Director Douglas will 
recommend, however, is doubtful. Be- 
sides the two departmental reports, Mr. 
Douglas has before him a special study 
Which was made for him by a Mr. Albert 
Loening, who is connected with the 
Loening Aircraft Corporation. Mr. Loe- 
ning, in his study, paid special attention 
to the question of basing flight pay upon 
the type of duty performed with refer- 
ence to the degree of hazard thereto. In 
the act giving the President authority to 
curtail or abolish flight pay, it was set 
forth that this factor could be consid- 
ered. Statistics of the War and Navy 
Departments, however, show that the 
type of duty performed by an aviator 
has no connection with the percentage 
of accidents. Crashes, in fact, are less 
frequent fighting and test squadrons than 
among officers holding desk assignments, 
the records reveal.

Japanese Viewpoint 

United States naval officials are right 
in keeping their entire fighting fleet in 
the Pacific Ocean, Capt. M. Kabayashi, 
Japanese Naval Attache to the United 
States, told the ARMy AND NAvy JOURNAL 
in an interview this week. 

Captain Kabayashi was quick to add 
he does not expect any trouble between 
the United States and Japan, but be- 
lieves as a naval officer that our officials 
are professionally correct in maintaining 
the bulk of the sea forces in the Pacific, 

“It is what I would do if I was Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the U. 8. Fleet,” he 
stated. 

Relations between the two countries 
have improved during the past few 
months, Captain Kabayashi believes. 

“Secretary Stimson’s notes on Man- 
churia greatly aroused the Japanese peo- 
ple,” he said. “Things are much better 
now.” 

The Japanese officer said he disagreed 
with statements that the United States 
Navy's new ship construction program 
was starting a naval building race. 

“That is the United States’ business,” 
he said. “A limit has been imposed by 
agreement, and every nation can build 
up to that limit.” 

Captain Kabayashi said he expected 
nothing in the way of naval limitation 
from the Geneva Conference. Although 
his country is willing to consider the 
naval problem now, Great Britain and 
United States do not want to take up 
the matter until 1935, he said, and are 
blocking any present action. 

He said emphatically that Japan’ 
would not demand parity with the 
United States at the next conference but 
would insist upon an increase in ratio. 

“If you reduce proportionately,” he 
stated, “it is the small navies which are 
hurt. When you cut the salaries of two 
men, one making $2,000 a year and one 
making $5,000 a year, by the same ratio, 
the man making the smaller salary is 
hurt more than the other. It is the 
same with navies.” 

Captain Kabayashi suggested that an 
agreement might be reached to curtail

From 11.00 a. m, to 11.05 a. m., Sept. 
1, the Commandant, sitting at his desk 
at Headquarters, carried on a conversa- 
tion with the Officer in Charge of the 
Coast Guard patrol boat Dix which was 
about 20 miles off Mt. Desert Island, 
Me. This is the first conversation ever 
carried on between the Commandant, at 
his desk at Headquarters, and a Coast 
Guard vessel at sea.

The Public Works Administration has 
allotted to the Navy under the National 
Industrial Recovery Act, $856,985 to re- 
pair the damage to shore structures 
caused by the storm of August 23, 1933 
at Navy Yards and Stations in the Nor- 
folk, Washington, Annapolis and Phila- 
delphia areas.

Financial Digest 

The daily average volume of Federal 
Reserve bank credit outstanding during 
the week ended Sept. 6, as reported by 
the Federal Reserve banks, was $2,304,- 
000,000 an increase of $37,000,000 com- 
pared with the preceding week and a 
decrease of $26,000,000 compared with 
the corresponding week in 1932. 

On Sept. 6 total Reserve bank credit 
amounted to $2,330,000,000, an increase 
of $32,000,000 for the week. This in- 
crease corresponds with increases of 
$56,000,000 in money in circulation and 
$12,000,000 in member bank reserve bal- 
ances, offset in part by an increase of 
$11,000,000 in Treasury currency, adjust- 
ed, and a decrease of $25,000,000 in un- 
expended capital funds, nonmember de- 
posits, ete. 

Bills discounted decreased $3,000,000 
at the Federal Reserve Bank of San 
Francisco, $2,000,000 each at Boston, 
New York and Philadelphia and $8,000,- 
000 at all Federal Reserve banks. The 
System’s holdings of bills bought in open 
market and of United States bonds show 
practically no change for the week. Hold- 
ings of United States Treasury notes 
increased $14,000,000 and of Treasury 
certificates and bills $23,000,000.

but increasing the’r buying power will 
aid materially in the recovery program.” 

The Bureau of Labor Statistics of the 
Department of Labor announced this 
week that its index number of the gen- 
eral level of wholesale prices for the 
week ending August 26 stood at 69.6. 
When compared with the week ending 
August 19 with an index of 69.3 whole- 
sale prices showed an increased of four- 
tenths of 1 per cent. The increase was 
shared in by all major groups except 
Building Materials, Chemical and Drugs, 
and Miscellaneous, each of which showed 
a slight decline from the previous week. 

Farm products and foods, after five 
weeks of steadily declining prices again 
moved upward. These index numbers 
are derived from price quotations of 784 
commodities, weighted according to the 
relative importance of each and based 
on average prices for the year 1926 as 
100.0. 

Various associations in Washington 
have been active in pressing abolition 
of the pay cut. The Federation of Citi- 
zens Associations went on record this 
week in favor of restoring the cut and 
decided to co-operate with other civic 
and labor groups to this end. The Fed- 
eral Bar Association announced that they 
will attempt to have the Department of 
Labor work out a more equitable formula 
for determining the cost of living. 

The Washington, D. C., Chamber of 
Commerce backed the movement, but 
when officials of the local chamber 
sought support from the United States 
Chamber of Commerce, the national 
body, they were rebuffed. Secretary 
Skinner stated that the Chamber was 
committed to a policy of reduction of 
governmental expenditures including the 
reduction of salaries in the Federal ser- 
vice,

General DeWitt Speaks grades of Captain and senior First 


Gratification with the results obtained 
in securing quartermasters by detail 
from the Line rather than by transfer 
was expressed by Maj. Gen. John L, De-

“The results have been most gratifying 
and, in my opinion, such a policy should 
be continued and all vacancies ‘created 
in the Corps from year to year should 
be filled by such details.

“There is no branch of the -service 
where an officer is called upon to per- 
form a greater variety of duty or to 
meet a greater variety of situations than 
in the Quartermaster Corps. Therefore, 
an officer performing those duties must 
be healthy in body, mentally alert, ener- 
getic, enthusiastic, resourceful, and ready 
and willing at all times to give the best

New Destroyer Named 


The name Dale has been assigned by 
the Secretary of the Navy to Destroyer 
No. 353, now under construction at the 
New York Navy Yard. This is the third 
naval vessel to bear this name, given in 
memory of Capt. Richard Dale, USN, 
who served with distinction during the 
Revolution and the War with France. 

Destroyer No. 4, authorized in 1898, 
and in service until sold in January 1920, 
was named Dale, as was Destroyer No, 
290, built during the World War and sold 
Jan. 17, 1931. The new Dale, 1,500-ton 
destroyer authorized in 1916, was al- 
located to the New York Navy Yard 
Sept. 22, 1932, and her gees date of 
completion is Jan. 1, 1935
